Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's amendment and argument with regarding to the rejection of claims 1 - 
19 has been persuaded. In Yonekubo, the prior art of record, the information which 
relates to the inclination value (on the ascending side of the step waveform; fig. 13, 
U.S. 6,331, 040) contains information on a constant amount (denoted as deltaVI) of 
voltage of the line-segmented-waveform per a unit interval as opposed to a variation 
amount of voltage as claimed.
